Proclamation by the Governor. 

WHEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotmont made by 
the Military Board, were lately siczed by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of de- 
posit in Mayfield; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have beuu distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law aud the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Military Roard having passed the following 
order: 

M ilitaht Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley — 

Retolved, That his Excellency, tho Governor, 
be requestod to take such steps as he may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the puhlic arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BKRIAH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within tho jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the county in whioh 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the 
State Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make this ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such citizens in good faith, 
believing that they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the State; at the same time warning 
all concerned that if this order be not promptly 
obeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

('mho, Sept. 3, 1861. — Early yesterday 
morning, the gunboats Tylorand Lexington 
left suddenly on a secret expedition dow n the 
Mississippi. Their destination is not known, 
but it is pretty certain that they will go very 
near to New Madrid, probably right up to it. 
It is also thought that they now have au- 
thority (which they had not on their last 
trip)to seize any contraband goods, (bund on 
the Kentucky shore, destined for the rebel 
States.

1 learn that two companies, 
with two pieces of artillery, will be left at 
Norfolk, Missouri, six miles below, and that 
the remainder will be stationed nearly oppo 
site Columbus, Kentucky, on the Missouri 
side. 

Last evening Brig. Gen. Grant arrived 
here from the frontier expedition per Cape 
Girardeau. 

A difficulty has sprung up between Gen 
Grant and Gem I'renliss. which is much to 
be regretted. The circumstances, I believe 
are these: Gen. Prentiss was first ordered 
from here lo take command of the expe 
tion. At that time he bad not received from 
Washington his appointment for the war, 
but held over on his three months' appoint- 
ment. General (Irani, before Colonel, re- 
ceived bis appointment first, and was order- 
ed lo take command. He consequently out- 
ranked Gen. Prentiss, and ordered him to take 
Command at Cape Girardeau. Gen. Pren- 
tiss refused to obey and w as placed under ar 
rest by order of Gen. Grant, and sent to 
Cape Girardeau, where he now is. It is said 
that General Prentiss has sent in his resig 
nation.

Skirmish at the Cross Roads. 

Washington, Sept. 4. — Considerable skirm 
ishing transpired this morning near Bailey's 
Cross Roads. An hour before daylight the 
Rebels in considerable force from Munson's 
Hill drove in our jackets from the Cross 
Roads and took possession of the point. 
Four companies, commanded by Capt. Leo- 
nard, drove the Rebels back, and again hold 
the position. Our force sustained a loss of 
two killed and wounded. Nearly twenty of 
the Rebels were killed and five taken pris 
oners. They state that no intelligence had 
been received of the death of Jeff'. Davis. 
At ") o'clock this afternoon our forces were in 
possession of the Cross Roads.

Governor's Message. 

The Governor insists that he is, and ever 
has been, anxious to maintain the neutrality 
of Kentucky, preserve the peace, and save 
us from the horrors of civil war. 

He is exceedingly solicitous to impress up- 
on the Legislature that he is determined to 
carry out their wishes with fidelity, whether 
the policy adopted may accord with his own 
judgment or not. This is right, and we trust 
will he honestly adhered to. 

This message, like the former messages of 
the Governor, is remarkable in setting forth, 
in the must aggravated light, what he re- 
gards as violations of the Fediral Constitu- 
tion by the President of the United States, 
and carefully avoiding any reference to the 
unconstitutional acts of the seceded States. 
Not one word of condemnation escapes our 
Governor against them for trampling the 
Constitution under foot, insulting our flag, 
forcibly seizing of the public property — in 
forts, arsenals and mints — compelling United 
Stales garrisons to surrender, and finally 
commencing an open war by bombarding 
Port Sampler. Does the Governor approve 
these outrages? It is fair to infer that he 
does, from his failure to say anything on the 
subject by way of condemnation. At this 
moment a message is received in the House 
of Representatives, announcing the invasion 
of Kentucky by Confederate troops. This is 
unaccompanied with any word of 
nation or recommendation. 

The Governor earnestly urges the Presi- 
dent of the United States to disband, or re- 
move the camps from Kentucky. These 
men are Kentuckians — officered by Kcntuck- 
ians, with the avowed purpose of maintaining 
the peace of the State, and repelling any in- 
T avion, but for no aggressive purpose 
These encampments have been superinduced 
by the presence of a large military force, sta- 
tioned along our southern boundary, and just 
inside of the Tennessee line. 

Now, is it not a little strange that theGov- 
ernor did not request President Davis, or 
Governor Harris, to disband r>r remove these 
troops, standing, as they unquestionably do. 
a threatning menace to Kentucky? But 
our confiding Governor, in his letter to Pres- 
ident Davis, in regard to these troops, says: 
" 1 have no reason to presume that the Gov- 
ernment of the Confederate States contem- 
plate, or have ever purposed any violation of 
the neutral attitude thus assumed by Ken- 
tucky. There seems to be some uneasiness 
felt among the people of some portion of the 
State, occasioned by the collection ol bodies 
of troops along their southern frontier. . In 
order to quiet this apprehension, and to se- 
cure to the people their cherished object of 
peace, this communication is to represent 
these facts, and elicit an authoritative assur- 
ance that the Government of the Confederate 
State will continue to respect the position 
indicated as assumed by Kentucky." 

Upon w hat does the Governor base his 
opinion that the Confederate States do not 
intend "any violation of the neutral attitude 
thus assumed by Kentucky V" 

He acts upon the idea that " an authori- 
tative assurance" from the Government of 
the Confederate States, will jm'rt the appre- 
/ MtMJ of the people, and secure them in 
their "cherished object of peace." The peo- 
ple will not be satisfied with a mere assurance, 
and ought not to be. The assurance was 
given, and scarcely had the message been 
read, until a second one conies in announc- 
ing the invasion ol our soil. 

He don't ask the Government of the 
United States for assurances as to the peace- 
ful objects of the camps in Kentucky. This 
is not sufficient, but a removal or disbandon- 
ing of the troops is required. Yet for a re- 
bellious Government, seeking by force of 
arms to overthrow the best Government on 
earth, a mere assurance is all that is deem- 
ed necessary. 

When the Confederate States will remove 
their troops, then the camps in Kentucky 
may be safely abandoned, and should be. 
But shall we sit down quietly, be satisfied 
with assurances, and thus leave the State in a 
position to be conquered at any moment 
when the Confederate Government may 
deem it lo their advantage? They say their 
troops are not intended as a menace, nor in 
tended for the invasion of Kentucky. W< 
reply that our troops are not intended as t 
menace, nor for the purpose of invadinj 
Tennessee. Our assurance is as good as that 
of Tennessee or the Confederate States. If 
each act upon the mutual assurance, then no 
harm can arise from our preparation. It 
they intend to invade us, wt- should be pr<- 
pared. It is not the part of wisdom or pru- 
dence for us to wait until war is actually 
commenced before we take a step towards 
preparing for it. If these cajnps are dis- 
banded, Kentucky will be an easy prey. 
Soon the war will be transferred to our 
homes, and the soil of the State crimsoned 
with the blood of its citizens. The only way 
to keep the peace, and prevent war in Ken- 
tucky, is to place the State in a condition to 
be able at any moment to repel invasion. 



across the Potomac from us. The flag of 
the Confederate army can be seen plainly 
from the house tops in this city. It is float- 
ing over the heads of the rebels on Munson's 
hill, which is separated from Arlington 
heights by a narrow valley. The distance 
from the capitol building is short four miles. 
How long they will remain in such close 
proximity will probably be determined be- 
fore this letter reaches you. I can't tell, and 
if I could I would' ut, because you know the 
army regulations arc very seven on some 
people. 

Information having been received in this 
city at the proper department that the peo- 
ple in Pnducah, Ky., were not willing to 
wait the regular routine of opening, and dis- 
tributing the mails, but look that duty upon 
themselves, the Postmaster General wisely 
concluded that such gratuitous work ought 
to be stopped to prevent injustice being done 
to loyal law-abiding citizens. The mail 
roules, too, in that part of the State were 
thought to be rather promiscuous, and u . iv 
in consequence judiciously pruned. Now if 
Senator Johnson, of Paducah, becomes in- 
flated with indignation at the simple fact of 
pointing guns towards his district, what will 
he do when such public benefits as post of- 
fice and post roules arc withdrawn ? I sup- 
pose another protest Iroin him will be the 
result, in which case 1 would suggest that 
the limits of his senatorial district be more 
firmly fixed in his mind than when he pro- 
tested against the guns at Cairo; however 
condem- ' '' ie I >rct, ' ( J ent > s pretty sharp on a reply, and 
will kindly admonish him of any blunder he 
may make in that particular, 

The meeting ol your Legislature to-dav j| 
looked lo with deep interest. Upon the deter- 
mination of its members lo sustain and up 
hold the Government much depends. That 
prudence, firmness, and sound judgment may 
mark their deliberations is the hope of every 
lover of the Federal flag. No fears are en 
tertained that the back bone linament will 
have to be applied to any member who was 
elected as a Union man. 

A general distrust appears to have taken 
hold of the public mind in regard lo the offi- 
cial integrity of men in high position, under 
the garb of the truth or falsity of statements 
calculated to create such impression, I can- 
not form even an opinion. I know, how- 
ever, that stealing has been carried on by some 
one, because the fact has been proven. In 
one or two instances the clergy have tried 
their hands at it in a small way, such as 
pocketing money found in letters addressed 
to soldiers, and surreptitiously spiriting away 
obscene books and pictures from the dead 
letter office. Such things as that would be 
considered dettstnble in a community like 
that of Frankfort, but here it is about up to 
the standard required of public men. The 
books and pictures above alluded lo svere in- 
tended for distribution among the mem- 
bersof the different State Legislatures, so as 
to fit them for service in Washington when 
their time, as rising men, had arrived. 

.V serious controversy is now going on be- 
tween Dr. Ray, of the Chicago Tribune, and 
Dr. Russell, of the London Times, in refer- 
ence to certain matters connected with tin' 
battle at Bull's Run. I have thus far re- 
trained from taking Bidet iu the dispute, al- 
though I think I can throw such light upon 
it as may end iu its settlement. Dr. Rus- 
sell says that on the day after the battle, at 
a certain point on his return to the city, the 
"roar of the retreating army was so great 
that he was unable to distinguish the firing 
i>f the artillery from the tramp ol the retreat- 
ing soldiers." Just at the point indicated 
by the correspondent of the London Times, 
Dr. Russell passed me. 1 was making very 
good time, too, and I suppose it was the 
roar of my bowels of compassion because I 
could not keep up with the valient Doctor 
that he confounded with the roar of the re 
treating army. The offensive smell that 
prevailed about the battle field for some 
days after the retreat, was undoubtedly more 
attributable to the hasty flight of Dr. Rus- 
sell, than lo the decomposition of dead 
bodies.

to moral influences, and that puuishmen' 
was deemed ample which deprived the of- 
fender of his civil rights, and confined him 
to hard labor within the walls of a State 
prison for a certain number of years. This 
idea prevailed in the minds of the legisla- 
tures, the keepers, and all parties concerned 
in the management of our penitentiary, un- 
til the year 1820, when Governor Adair ven- 
tured to suggest, that to improve the condi- 
tion ol the unfortunate offenders against the 
laws of the State sent to the prison^it would 
be belter to have the gospel preached to them 
occasionally, and to have them instructed in 
reading the Bible and other religious books. 
This suggestion of the Governor was not 
complied with, however, by any act of the 
legislature, and it was not until the year 
182'.', while the institution was under the 
care of Mr. Joel Scott, that the legislature 
made any provision for the moral and re- 
ligious instruction of the inmates of our 
State prison. By an act of the legislature 
of the date above mentioned, the sum of 
f"50 was appropriated lor books and for 
procuring a sermon to be preached to the 
convicts every Sabbath. The act wan 
afterwards so amended as to require the 
keeper to not only have a sermon preached 
every Sabbath, hut the younger convicts to 
be instructed in Sabbath schools a part of 
each Sabbath. From about the year 1829. 
to the close of Mr. Scott's term of service, 
this practice seems to have been kept up 
pretty strictly, but after that it gradually 
slackened, until the legislative enactment 
requiring it was forgotten and entirely neg- 
lected. For many years past the whole 
moral training in the institution has consist- 
ed only of a sermon on the Sabbath by such 
ministers of the gospel as choose to render 
the service for the pitiful sum of $2. which 
is paid by the keeper out of his own funds — 
that being one of the stipulations of the con- 
tract between him and the Stale. Some of 
the former keepers have manifested a lauda- 
ble interest for the moral improvement of 
the inmates, while others have only consult- 
ed their private advancement in the whole 
management of the institution. This is in 
substance what the State has done for the 
moral improvement of her convict popula- 
tion, and it is but just to say that it has not 
been what a christian people in a great Com- 
monwealth ought to have done for that class 
of her unfortunate citizens. To neglect the 
virtuous in distress, and (o iionor not the 
upright man struggling with adversity, and 
still maintaining his integrity, is to fall be- 
low the virtue of some heathen. To have 
no pity for the guilty and depraved, is cer- 
tainly not to rise to the character of the 
hristian. How much longer will a chris- 
tian people neglect to furnish their State 
prison with the means ol grace so bounti- 
fully bestowed in their charities to almost 
every heathen nation upon earth? S.
